J. A. McDotigall and N. D. Beck 
returned from Ottawa off Monday's train. 
The substance. bf the results achieved by 
them has already appeared; They left Ed. 
monton oh Friday morning, April ist and 
reached Ottawa Gn the following Wedn ny 
morning. The¥ at ondd oglied on D. W. 
Davis, M. P., D. H. Macdowall, M. P. 
Senators Lougheed, Girard and petty and 
Lieutenant-governor Koval. Senator, H rd 
arranged for an interview with the premief 
and the ministers of intefior and public works 
the saniée afternoon at 4 o'clock. At the 
hour appointed the iuterview was held, all 
the parties mentioned Present, and 
also Sir D, A. Smith who attotupanled Mr; 
Davis. Mr. Davis introduced the delegates 
t» the prewier,and Senator Girard presented 
the case of the deputation regarding the 
pare buildings desired and the pro} 
ridge. He produced a letter f¥om the Hon. 
Frauk Smith when acting miniater of public 
Works stating that an amount would be 
placed inthe next parliamentary estimates 
for a bridge. Mr. Beck followed, presentitiz 
the claims of Edmonton for she erection of 
the buildings and the construction of the 
bridge.
